Within glass fronted closets lining Lia 
office were scores upon score* of bal¬ 
ances. luciosed in glass and mahogany 
framed cases. 

-Dellcute?" said the expert, repeat¬ 
ing a question.

Bring a 
Wench or a German balance to this 
country, and It will act like an import¬ 
ed piano and many another musical in¬ 
strument. The balance works excel¬ 
lently while In its borne couutry, hut 
It is not adapted to fhe variations of 
climate, moisture, boat and cold that 
must be anticipated when manufactur¬ 
ing these Instruments to be went all 
•ver'the world. 

“Who are our customers? Every 
chemist, every physicist, every as 
•ayer and Jeweler. Scientific colleges 
and the technical Institutions use 
■core* on score# of ha lances. Then 
there are the miners and the smelters, 
the silversmiths, the steel and copper 
and lend and tin men. not to mention 
dozens upon dozens of others. Includ¬

But In a 
chemical balance, where the fumes of 
would attack steel, agate knife 
are substituted. 

"With ordinary care ami regular at¬ 
tention a good balance ought to last a 
man's lifetime We bad a balance to 
repair not long ago that had been In 
constant uae for more than forty 
years. 

“Aa ramh care Is expended on the 
weights ns Is given to the scales. Most 
of the heavier weight* are turned out 
of bars of brass and covered with a 
lacquer that make* them practically 
Impervious to attack by moisture or 
fume* of adds The lighter weights 
consist of platinum foil, which Is even 
more durable than brass, providing the 
thin, tiny pieces are handled with ordi¬ 
nary attention and care, Still. despite 
all precautions, tbe'wslgbta will ‘fall 
off * and fur accurate work It la necea- 
•arjr to teat them from ttme to time.

The native* of \euezuda and ad 
juiuiug couulrlv* on the north side of 
the river Amazon often avail them 
selves of tbe service* of the native 
crime to cure Wor their poultry and 
also use it in the pine* of u collie or 
shepherd dog to guard and herd their 
domestic uuiuiuis. TbIs remarkable 
bird, whieb the ludlaun*N-aU yukauilk 
uud the ornithologists l’*ophia crept 
tun*, is found In a wiki stale In great 
forests that lie betwceu tbe northern 
coast* of South America and the Amo 
roii Mini British Guiana. Tbe bird* 
never leave the forests unless shot or 
captured. 

They travel uliout in flocks of from 
100 to 2U0 Iti search of the berrle*. 
fruits and insect* upon which they 
subsist. Their usual gait is a alow 
and stately tuareb, but they enliven 
themselves from time to time by leap 
ing up lu tbe air. executing eccentric 
and fancy waltzes and striking tbe 
most ub*urd and preposterous attl 
tude*. If pursued they endeavor to 
save themselves by running, for their 
flight Is so weak, according to Scbom- 
hurg, that when they attempt to fly 
over a body of water of any consid¬ 
erable width they ure often compelled 
to drop ui»ou it and save themselves 
by swimming. 

When alarmed they utter the pecul¬ 
iar cry which has obtained for tbam 
the name of trumpeter*. The sound 
is something like that produced by a 
person endeavoring to shout the syl¬ 
lable* "tow, tow. tow, tow, tow." with 
hi* mouth shut or tbe doleful noise 
made by children on New Year's day 
with their trumpets. The yakamik* 
usually deposit their egg* in a hollow 
in the groutui. often at tbe foot of a 
tree. 

A iic*t generally contains ten eggs 
of a pale green color. Tbe young birds 
follow their mothers as soon as they 
are hatched, but do not lose their pret¬ 
ty down covering until several weeks 
old. The yakaiuilk* are very readily 
lamed and prove valuable servarfls to 
the Indian*, who doine*ticate them, 
and a* they are courageous and will 
protect animal* intrusted to their care 
at every rl«k of themselves even dogs 
ure obliged to yield to their authority. 

They may tie trusted with the care 
of a flock of sheep or domestic fowl* 
and every morning will drive tbe ducks 
and poultry to their feeding places 
and. carefully collecting any strag 
giers, bring tbetn safely borne at night. 
A yakamik soon learns to know and 
obey the voice of hta master, follow* 
him when |»eria4tted wherever be goes 
and appears delighted at receiving hi* 
caresses. It pines at bla absence and 
welcomes his return and la extremely 
I loos of isy rival. Shook! say ani¬ 
mal attack Its master, the yakamik In 
utmost fury attacks It with wlnga and 
beak, driving tt away. 

It presents Itself regularly during 
meals, from which It chases all domes¬ 
tic animals ami even tbe negroes who 
wait on the table. If It is not well ac¬ 
quainted with them, ami only asks for 
share of tbe eatables after it has 
driven away all who might aspire to a 
favorable notice from tbe family.
